The touiidatiou 
laid by the Apoetle in taitb, aud 
lo thiit in turn is added virtue, 
knowledge, temperance, patience, 
godliness, brotherly kiudtieaa aud 
charity. 

Faith ia the broad and deep 
foundation of thia statue of char- 
acter to be moulded out ol the 
rough, n u sightly character of 
stone or sin. Faith can be uo 
more than a mere assent of the influence of thy power 


To knowledge temperance ia 
to be added. This temperance 
does not narrow down to mere 
abstinence from intoxicants in 
drinks and gluttony, bnt an ab- 
solute mastery of the whole man, 
physically, morally and religious- 
ly. This broad temperance is 
requisite and necessary to make 
the complete Christian man. 
Paul needed that grace to hold 
in control hia vigorous tempera- 
ment and powerful character. 

But temperance can not be 
complete unless it ie supported 
and strengthened with patience. 

Again, patience needs to be di- 
rected by godliness. Patience 
toward sin would be an ungodly 
retreat. Therefore patience must 
be directed by godliness, and ex- 
eroised only where it will re- 
dound to the glory of God. 
Brotherly kindness is the next 
added grace and the statue is 
completed with charity, the bond 
ot perlestnoee. 

There is too little brotherly 
kindness in our churches now. 
This appeals personally to oar 
owu hearts. We do not preler 
our brethren above the world. 
Mark you, reader, it is next the 
highest grace, and theretore be 
comes uext the highest Christian 
obligation to be kind to the 
brethren. Its cultivation is need- 
ed. The cause of gospel Chris- 
tianity is greatly hindered by the 
lack of brotherly kindness. One 
step in advance in thie grace 
would be felt along every uerve 
of the church, coldness would 
tlee away and the light of truth' 
would shine out with now brill- 
iancy. 

Charity! thou lovely quality 
and crowu of Christian manli- 
ness — oh were there more who 
are crowned with thee. No Chris- 
tian is complete without thee ; 
without thee all is vain, all is 
empty, all ia useless, all is worth- 
less. Thou art the only key that 
unlocks the kingdom of God to 
seekers. Come near us and rest 
upon thy children, and may the 
harshness of their uaturns and 
the severity of their characters 
be made mild by the mollifying

But if this is all the one 
who exercises faith does, he 
obeys not the gospel aud comes 
far short of doing his duty. The 
Apostle directs that virtue shall 
be added thereto. 

Virtue, as used by the divine 
writer, has a meaning differing 
from the preseut use of the word. 
Fortitude expresses more cor- 
rectly the Apostle's meaning. It 
means aggressive valor and ag- 
gressive loyalty to the gospel of 
Christ or Christian truth. The 
character so far seen in this stat- 
ue is a man with much faith and 
abounding in religious activity. 
In other words, faith and forti- 
tude constitute the trame-work 
ot the true man in Christ Jesus. 
It is the statue in the rough, in- 
dicating strength aud power. To 
make it effective it must be 
clothed with modifying, coutroll- 
ing and beautifying qualities. 

St. Paul, before his conversion 
was an excellent specimen of 
manhood, strong in faith aud for- 
titude. His zeal was unmeas- 
ured, aud blind bigotry was the 
chief quality of character visible. 
But in bis cou version knowledge 
was added to hie fortitude, lie 
possessed a zeal according to 
knowledge, and his force and 
Christian activity were directed 
by the knowledg< ot God, But 
be was not perfect yet.
